BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


fornia Powder Works. 


Details of the Accident--Forty Chinamen 
Killed-- Narrow Escapes. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 21.—The mixing 
house and six packing-houses of the Giant 
Powder works, at Puint Clement, near West 
Berkeley, exploded at 4p. m. to-day. 
Shocks of seven explosions were felt in this 
this town. One white man, foreman, named 
Conkald, and between 40 and 50 Chinese are 
known to have been blown to atoms. Nearly 
the entire plant was destroyed by fire, 
which began immediately after the explo- 
sion. . The superintendent was thrown a 
long distance but was not hurt. Physicians 
went down from Berkeley and West Berke- 
ley. The fire is sti/l raging. The large maga- 
zine containing over 200 tons is still safe. 
About eight tons exploded. The loss cannot 
beestimated. The dwelling houses on the east 
side of the hill are safe, but ail the glass is 
scattered. 

LATER DETAILS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Januarv 21.—The total 
loss by reason of the explosion will reach 


not less than $100,000. The Giant Powder 
Works su-tain damages of $60,000, It is im- 
ossible to ascertain the exact loss of life, 
ut it is estimated between toirty and forty. |

the packing house, in which about200 pounds 
of powder were stored. It is not known

Efforts to prevent 
the flames reaching,the main inagazine, con- 
taining an immense quantity of powder, were 
happily  sueccesstul. The. consequences 
would have been most frigntiul 
had the large magazine explod- 
ed, as one of the superintendents stated 
there was enough powder stored there tohave 
killed every living thing onthe peninsula. 
The cause of the first explosion remains a 
mystery. This evening twelve bedies have 
been counted lying in the debris, and the 
Coroner’s investigation to-ierrow will prob- 
ably disclose more than double that number. 
A torce of men is engaged to-night extin- 
guishing the fire aud recovering the bodies.

My wile I think 
was killed by the first shock, as her hands 
were cold when I touched them and my calls 
remained unanswered. I cleared a passase 
way along the hog chains for some seventeeD 
feet till Lreached the piace near where Miss 
Squires was imprisoned. IL heard her 
scream for sucecr. She told ime she 
was uninjured but merely unable 
to get out of the window. Fianes begin 
breaking through where 1 was works aod 
I was driven back where I kuew no hope of 
escape existed, and retreaiing merely to 
avoid tiery death, went back to my wile 
for the tourth time, and now could Only 
vrasp her hair. Again aad agali i called to 
her for one sign of lite, Wut ail to 
ose.

VANDERBILT IN GOOD HUMOR. 


He Wants All the New York Central 
Stock He Can Get. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorkK, January 22.—A somewhat 
startling story has been circulated to the ef- 
fect that when the $40,000,000 in New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad bonds 
were issued at the time the third and fourth 
tracks were laid, there was a proposition to 
keep $13,000,000 in the treasury to meet a 
like amount of old bonds. It was found now 
that thereswere neither these bonds nor cash 
representing them inthe treasury. Mr. W. 
H, Vanderbilt appeared to be more amused 
than anything else when the story was re- 
ported to hiin. ‘Any one who holds any New 
York Central bonds can go to the treasurer’s 
office,” said Mr. Vanderbilt, “and he 
can obtain all the information 
he desires oon the subject. Every 
bond will be paid that is presented when it 


falls due. I have between $6,000,000 and $7,- 
000,000 of the stock, and there is about $100,- 
000,000in my family. I’djlike all the bonds at 
par, but I guess you’ll find no one to sell at 
that price. $6,000,000 of

fall due in May, and the remainder of the 
$12,000,000 two years hence, and [think you 
will find they will be provided for when they 
mature.”’ 

‘“‘What do you suppose started the story ?” 

“Why. my dear boy, it is the easiest thing 
to start stories. There are lots of men who 
make their money that way. You will find 
them on the corners down on Broad street. 
To any sensible man these stories are ab- 
surd. The trouble is people don’t know 
what they are talking about. The New 
York Central is earning 1 per cent a month;

DisPaTcH reporter he _ balanced, the 
beam at exactly ninety-seven pounds. The 


loss of four pounds mray not seem tobe so 
very much in the eyes of the reader, but if it 
represents the cayity in the Professor’s 
clothes, a good deal of fair, square and sub 
stantial eating will be found necessary to 
repair the damage. The Professor 
was seated on a sofa-lounge 
by the stove when the_ reporter 
entered.

Dan Davis Discovers the Secret of 
Granulating Sorghum. 


How President Arthur Treated the Poor In- 
ventor. 


——_—————— ee 


Daniel L. Davis is probably sixty years 
years old. He has for many years resided 
near Waynesville, Ohio, most of the time 
renting farms, and barely realizing enough 
to keep body and soul together. Industrious, 
civil and honest, he has been respected by 
all; but like thousauds of others, either 
he had not the faculty of making 
money or cared more for something 
else. For years it has been known that Mr. 
Davis had made efforts at inventing. This 
thing and that thing he has produced and ex- 
hibited toa few, but even if the inventions 
were worthy, he had no money to introduce 
and make them popular, and capitalists are 
very carefulin what they invest money in 
which may prove nothing more than the crea- 
tions of a_ visionary old man. Ever 
since the cultivation of sorghum beganin this 
country he hastried to solve the probleia 
of making sugartoutof sorghum syrnp. The 


difficulty insurmountable was that the stuff 
would not granulate. Boil it (the svrup) 
down as much as you please, the substance 
apparently came very near being sugar, but 
not quite—it was mere wax, and nothing 
could make it assume the character of granu- 
lated sugar. But after many years of 
thought and experiment. says a correspond- 
entof the Cincinnati Enquirer. Mr. Davis, 
at last, in time for the late fall harvest of 
cane, cot his invention ready for trial. He 
was aided in his preparation by the loan of a 
few hundred dollars by a friend who had 
faith in the enterprise, and, Eureka! the 
machine worked like a charm. Sor hum 
sugar of different grades was successfully 
produced, and the old man was happy. 

Mr. Davis’ theory is that heretofore the 
granulating element in the cane has not 
been extracted—the cones, the prisms and 
what not—but bv the imperfect means used 
to express the juice this important element 
has been undisturbed and cast away with 
the mascerated cane, His invention extracts 
all this, and not only renders the production 
of sorghum sugar possible, but increases the 
product of the cane about thirty per cent. 

His confident hopes realized, the next 
movement Mr. Davis was impressed as abso- 
lutely necessary for him to make was to 
carry the news to Chest-r, He must go at 
once to head-quarters, to Washington City, 
to the White House,-to the President. Such 
assurance could only be insnired by his faith 
in his invention and his unlimited confidence 
in the reception it would receive by those 
capable of appreciating it. To Washington? 
Why, he hadn’t the price ofa ticket. How 
was he to get there, and how was he to get 
back if he got there? But. step by step, 
what seems at first impossible becomes to the 
brave and daring spirit not only possible, 
but probable, and an accomplished realiza- 
tion. Skirmishing around, Mr. Davis suc- 
reeded in ga'hering together sufficient means 
“ buy a ticket from here to Washington, 
dis good wife packed up enough luncheon 
ior the pilgrimage in his knapsack, and bid- 
ding her and the children adieu, he boarded 
the cars for Washineton. 

Arriving there, he i quired for and found 
a boarding-house at $1 per day. He had just 
$10 in his pocket at the time. Five of this 
he was obliged to spend: for some prelimina- 
ry necessities for his machine.- This left $5, 
counting which, the inventor could easily 
calcuiate how long he could live in Washing- 
ton, and then, if worst eame to worst, he 
could walk back to his home in Ohio. 

There was no time to be lost under these 
circumstances. Daniel went to a couple of 
Congressinen. He interested them in his be- 
half, and they went at onee with him to the 
White Hlonse, and were not long kept wait- 
ing before they were ushered into the august 
aud real presence of President Artbur. 

“What do you want?’ said the President, 
after Mr. Davis had briefly explained his mis- 
sion—‘*money ?”’ 

“IT want, Mr. President,”’ replied the mod- 
est inventor, “‘the opportunity to introduce 
and explain my invention to men who will 
understand and appreciate it, and for that 
purpose I am here.”’ 

President Arthur at once dispatched a mes- 
senger to bring the United States Chemist, 
That functionary promptly appeared on the 
scene, and before long Mr. Davis was in. the 
midst of an audience of forty gentlemen, sci- 
entists, members of Congress and others, he 
the central! figure, exnlaining the merits of 
his discovery. Ordinarily, he savs, he is not 
gifted witha ready flow of language. His 
words come not always at his bidding, and he 
halts and hesitates, at a loss for the proper 
words to express his ideas. But here on this 
the great occassion ot his life, surrounded by 
men of learning, intellect and the very high- 
est positien, he was gifted with fluent speech 
beyond anything he would have thought pos- 
sible in his case. 

Before he had finished his explanation, Mr. 
Loring, of St. Louis, a gentleman actively 
interested in such matters, and with whom 
Mr. Davis had had some previous corres- 
pondence, entered the room asif by a eoin- 
cidence, and at the close of the talk remark- 
ed to the inventor: 

“You ought to have come'to St. Louis, by 
all means.”’ 

“Excuse me from differing from you, sir,” 
replied Davis, “but I think I came to the 
very place in coming here. My invention is 
only just born, and 1 brought it here to be 
clothed.” 

“Right, my old friend,” said the President, 
and, patting him on the head (as baid as a 
baby’s), he added: “I think there is a good 
Ceal in there.” : 

The chemist expressed himself as being fa- 
vorably impressed, as did all the others, and 
some one suggested an appropriation by 
Congress of $25,000 or $30,000 to develop the 
thing, But Davis became alarmed at the 
bare thought of having to manage so much 
eapital, and told them he should not know 
what to do with it if it was granted.

who had been driven from Marseiiles by the 
shameless notoriety she courted as the mis- 
tress of Count Henri De Lapiere, and whose 
suicide three months after her disappearance 
made public the fact that she had dishonored 
and impoverished him. She came to Paris, 
andits world of infamy and social degrada- 
tion, its great field of vice and passion, In 
which such as she could reap her harvest, lay 
open to her. Here'there would be no need 
of flight; the lover of to-day in this whirl- 

ool of seething immorality could to-morrow 

e cast off and his fate forgotten. The Em- 
pire was the thing of to-day; it had no to- 
morrow; its self-appointed ruler an adven- 
turer and his Government a mush-room. And 
Paris was the Empire—France. 

M’lle Borrine was sbrewd and cunning. 
As cold, passionless in temperament as an 
iciele, selfish and cruel, she was simply a 
beautiful fiend. 

Her position as aningenue at the Odeon 
was only that of favor. She had no merit as 
an actress on the mimic stage. She was an 
actress on the broader and vaster stage of 
human credulity. The manager. of the Ode- 
on paid her no salary. He had been paid by

She found that he was the heir toa large 
estate in Brittany; that in Marseilles, the 
very city from which she years before had 
been driven as a pest, he owned a magnili- 
eent chateau and grounds, irom which he 
urew an enormous rental, and, better than 


all, he had no living relatives. He must 
marry her. That.would be her crowning 


triumph. Once his wife she could — her 
fingers at fate, defy the world, and, as Mme. 
D’ Aubigne, abandon all care as to the reve- 
lations of her past infamy. 

She laid her plans adroitiy. Slowly and 
surely she led him, blind in his passion, step 
by step to the trap she had made. 

hen she sprung it. 

On the 15th of September, 1864, when he 
entered her boudvir to ask her to accompany 
him to a jeweler’s for a parture of diamonds 
she had tancied, she .hrew her arms around 
him and burst into a flood of tears. Sobbing 
convulsiveiy, she said: 

‘Horace, we must part. This is our last 
meeting. Ican nv longer live in this man- 
ner. it will shatter my heart—it will bring 
grief to you; butitmustbe. ‘This will be 
our farewell embrace!” 

Wild, crazed, all his-passions aroused by 
her apparent terrible suffering, and ‘stimu- 
lated to frenzy by the thought of losing the 
woman who had so completely enmeshed 
him, he begged, wept, raved and caressed 
her in turn, until, in his despair, he at last 
uttered the words she was waiting to hear— 
the. words which sealed his doom: 

“Remain! Live with me, notas my mis- 
tress, but as my wife!’

Her triumph was compiete. 

Was it? Here begin the records of the 
police department. 
Mad. D’Aubigne, her extravagance, dash 
and the brilliance of her style of living, the 
siavish obedience of her husband w her 
whims and caprices, were for the time the 
talk of Paris.

EXCHANGE SQUARE, 


The Court Enjoins the City from Sell- 
ing the Property. 


Judge Thayer this morning rendered a de- 
cision in the case of John K. Cummings 
against the city relative to the Exchange 
Square controversy. In June, 1816, William 
Christy,: William Chambers and Thomas 
Wright filed in the Recorder’s office a plat of 
an addition now known as Chambers, Christy 


and Wright’s addition to the city. Upon this 
plat are three biocks fronting on the river, 
designated *‘A.” The plat also contains the 
following: ‘“The land marked ‘A’ is 

and remain @ common forever.” 

In May, 1879, certain perséns claim- 
ing to be heirs of Chambers, 
Christy and Wright, brought suit against 
the city to recover the land dedicated and 
now known as ‘Exchange Square,” upon the 
ground that the city had failed to maintain 
the property as a public: common and had 
suffered it to be diverted to other uses. 
Pending that suit, the Municipal Assembly 
passed an ordinance authorizing  set- 
tlement of the _ suit, providing 
forasaleandan equal distribution of the 
proceeds among the chambers, Christy and 
Wright heirs and the city. The plaintiff in 
the case now decided is the owner of a lot 
in the same addition and he derives his title 
from the dedicators of Exchange Square. 
He desired to enjoin the contemplated sale. 
The city’s right to sell is the main 
question. The court is of the opinion that 
the city has power to sell and dispose of the 
property for private use, notwithstanding 
the provisions of the ordinance purporting to 
confer such authority on the Mayor and 
Comptroller. Judge Thayer says: “The 
effect of such a sale would be to 
divert the property from the use econtem- 
plated by those who made the dedication. If 
the city is atrustee for the public the con- 
plated sale would be a breach of tifust. Ques- 
tions of the kind have usually arisen in cases 
where the municipal authorities have attempt- 
ed tomake some public use of a common 
or public square by erecting court-houses, 
town halls, schools, etc. in some cases the 
right to erect such buildings on a common or 
public square has been sustained because it 
was an Paine sero public use. I have found 
but one case, bowever, in which municipal 
power has attempted to sell lands 
dedicated as a common eto rivate 
proprietors, and in that case the right was 
emphatically denied. Exchange Square was 
dedicated to the public by a private proprie- 
tor, to be used for certain speciiied purposes, 
and parties have bought lots in the addition 
upon the assurance thatit was to remain a 
common forever. 1 think the plaintiff 
is entitled to an injunction against the 
contemplated saie, but I see no necessity of 
entering an injunction against any of the de- 
fendants but the city and its officers. The 
other defendants have no power to sell and 
no rights of reversion.”
